CHORTLY after the end of the war, Pierre 
k ~ Monet convinced several Parisian 1 mari¬ 
ners with a demonstration I hat he could make 
lead into gold. They presented him with a ton 
of lead and die 1 $150,000 necessary to buy 
the equipment to help him in his work, A 
year later, when Monet had achieved no sin¬ 
gular success for them, but a lavish home, 
a Ro 1I s-Roy ce a nd a R iviera vacation for h i ni¬ 
sei f, they had him arrested as a fraud. 

But Monet protested his innocence and in¬ 
sisted that he had indeed told them the truth, 
A test was arranged at a bank on the Bourse. 
As a precautionary measure, Pierre Monet 
was searched thoroughly for any hidden de¬ 
vice before he was allowed to approach the 
experimental piece of lead and his equip¬ 
ment, Afjer making a few passes over the 
met ah .he asked an assistant for a cigarette, 
then asked him to light it. A few more passes, 
and presto^ ' 1 There was gold—gold flecks — 
i n t he. lead w h rch h e ha d so 1 \ e n e d e lect r i c a 11 v!.

Backers and bankers were indeed astorw 
ished."Release from jail was swiftly ordered. 
Within the week, Monet was dressing himself 
in the splendid garments that had been re¬ 
turned^ to him prior to appearing at the 
Palais de Justice for the legal papers that 
would restore his freedom, when guards 
seized him and trundled him lo 1 lie office of 
the Prefecture of Police, 


T here he was dismayed to find his assistant 
and various police officials. “You swindler!” 
cried the Chief. “Your assistant told us how 
you fooled everybody with the so-called test* 
That cigarette he J gave you contained gold 
particles. While you softened the lead, you 
sprinkled it with the ashes! You may have 
duped some people once, hut you couldn t 
ge! away with your trick again!” 

Tried later, Monet was convicted and sen* 
leneed to jail for two years and eight months*
